Please replace the original paragraph 47 on page 6 with the following amended 
paragraph. 

[0047] As such, the modification of the raster operation function to have a variable 
dependency less than originally specified by the print job will implicate the setting or not 
of the flag attribute in a printer having an architecture described above. As is described in 
more detail in the assignee's (Lexmark International, Inc.) co-pending application entitled 

"Processing Print Jobs," fiiod en - ; filed on March 26, 2004, having Se r . No. 

having Serial No. 10/810,004, (attorney docket number 2003-01 24.01), and 

incorporated herein by reference, downstream print job processing occurs down one 
processing route if the flag is set and down another processing route if the flag is not set. 
Since processing occurs much more easily without the flag set, being able to modify the 
raster operation function to have fewer variables, especially less than two, lends 
tremendous advantage in this type of architecture. This does not mean, however, the 
invention is only limited to printer architectures of the type having flags set or not. 
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
